It is often said that there are things which money cannot huv and MOM there 

are. The story is told of a group of l.iis,i„ ss men who were discussing this subject • 

that one of their numher very enthusiastically threw out the challenge that it anv 
one could produce a list of four things reallv worth having that money would not 
buy, he would write his check for a thousand dollars for each on.. To'his surprise 
and interest on the following day when they met again for luncheon, on, of the 
group handed him a slip of paper, which he carefully read, and read again; then 
slowly drew out his check hook and wrote a cluck for four thousand dollars. These 
were the worth-while things submitted on the slip of paper— a baby's smile, the love 
of a true and loyal friend, youth when it is gone, and entrance into heaven. 

While it is true that many of this world s best things cannot be purchased we 
need no proof that the necessities of life— food, clothing, shelter, and fuel —must 
be bought with money. There are many in Des Moines who arc without these ne- 
cessities. If we fail to supply their wants and needs, w, are losing good citizens 
Por this reason the Des Moines Public Welfare Bureau has been organized, for our 
city has come to realize that one big central organization can do efficiently what 
twenty organizations will do in a haphazard way and with duplication. 

The Welfare Bureau depends upon donations tor its support. Kvery year busi- 
ness men and other enthusiastic worker! join in a drive tor financial aid for this 
purpose. Nineteen hundred twenty-two marked the sixth annual drive, the quota 
for Des Mi.mrs having been id at |M7,53(). The total amount collected was above 
this amount; of which the public schools gave * *,2S)-k81. North Highs contribu- 
tion was .f.i.JJ.TJ or $82.73 more than our quota. As always, the Pink and Green 
went oyer the top. A chautauqua circuit was carried on fo*r three days, four hun- 
dred pupils taking part in it; V. W. girls sang in tin cafeteria during lunch hour; 
a last appeal was made through a program given bv pupils in an assembly. In 
every possible manner was the tact brought home to us that there are others so close 
to us who are less fortunate than we. Last year the amount raised by our school 
was twice that raised by either East or West High. And this veaf the resnltl were 
equally satisfactory. 

The same loyal spirit was dominant in the taking up of the Red Cross drive 
We know how well the Red Cross has seryed us in the hour of distress, bringing 
help to those who have felt the hand of misfortune in disaster of any sort. Hut now 
the Red Cross is projecting its work into the Held of public health, and is making 
for stronger physical bodies for the entire population of the country. 

We art rilled with wonder as we contemplate what the Red Cross has done in 
this country, the many things it is doing and the many things it will be obliged to 
do. Can the influence of such an organization in behalf of humanity be measured? 
One handled and sixty Red Cross box, s were given North High to fi'll to lend away 
to homeless and friendless children of other lands. A committee was appointed to 
take charge of this and with their efforts under the supervision of Miss Moulton 
we completed our quota. 

When we realize that in everything North High undertakes she does more than 
her share, we feel justly proud. Hut Li it pride in our school or in ourselves? It

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Basketball 

Basketball this year, as evidenced by the rapid growth of amateur and pro- 
essional trams throughout the country, is rising from obsCOritv to llieoen, just as 
baseball and football must have done when those games were first introduced. It 
was at he mterest of friends of the game, who have watehed it grow from its in- 
fancy, that a Joint Holes Committee was formed to change a number of rules. The 
most important of th. s, revisions is the creation of ■ leventeeu foot god zone sur- 
rounding each basket within which every personal foul committed bv the defending 
team , s pa ,d for by two free throws for the non-offendum team 

The gr, at, st problem the game faces at present is to reduce the number of 
fouls— partieu arly those known as "personals. The gone cannot advance much 
farther until the foul rules are made more drasti,. (> r tin number of fouls decreased 
in some way. Many theories to improve the game have been proffered, but it re- 
mains to be seen whether the new rules have made it .leaner or not 

Basketball is Second as a sport only to football. It is recognised as a major 
sport in a much larger number of colleges and high schools this v, ar than last ' It 
was made a major sport in Dcs Moines last year and at that time a varsitv series 
was scheduled winch canted much more Interest in North than has been heretofore 
shown for the game. 

Last season North Succeeded in downing the other two schools for the cham- 
pionship of the season, but was defeated in the varsitv series bv West The rank- 
ing of the .schools is found by the percentage of the number of "games won and lost 
m both the first or minor series and the varsity or representative series. The first 
series counts fifty per cent toward the championship and the varsitv is also reckoned 
as one-half of the final standing: SO if a team is far enough ahead "in tin- first games 
and does not win in the second series it still has a chance to lead 

It is hoped that before long Dei Moines high school teams mav be «iven a 
chance to display their basketball ability against schools outside the eitv Des 
Moines schools^ have been looking over the fem e, as it were, eagerly watching other 
cams p ay and wishing that they might have a chance to match themselves acainst 
these other players. 

The closest that Des Moines has come to this situation is in having varsitv com- 
petition. Of course the present plan gives many bovs a chance to plav. while thev 
probably would not get that chance if onh a representative five placed. Then 
again, and tins is the real reason, the Dcs Koines schools do not have adequate floor 
space in their gymnasiums to provide for large Crowds of spectators, and so to 
have games with outside schools would be a losing proposiiton. 

The purpose of the game of basketball is to scon as ,„,„v points as pottibk 
by tossmg the ball into your own basket and at the same time prevent the other 
team from securing possession of the ball or scoring. Without doubt team work is 
the most important element needed in developing a winning quintet. One indi- 
v.dual player, a "grand-stander," who will not pass the ball to his teammates, can 
rum a team of otherwise good players. ( )„ the other hand, a plaver must not de- 
pend on his mates to make all the points. 

North's chances this year are better than last season's ami with an even break 
for the championship we should emerge victorious, The varsitv squad will have 
many experienced men in its line-up and also a large number of last year's plavers 
are out for berths on the other teams. 

North is right there with the material and if the eager* give their best. Coach 
White is sure to turn out another championship team. Whites perfection of the 
five-man defense is in a large way responsible for our better teams. 
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Tennis 

It has been proved thai tennis is a growing sport in the Dei Moines high 
schools by the fact that increasing numbers of playt rs are turning out for the school 
tournaments each year. Last fall saw many more out than have ever participated 

before. 

To play tennis well you must have a good eye, be quick-footed, have self-con- 
fidence and I itlOllgj durable constitution. Many matches have been won on steadi- 
ness and untiring effort alone. Of course it takes lots of practice to perfect the 
game. A good tennis player or an enthusiast is probably on the courts practicing 
even longer (taken the whole year 'round) — than a football player. 

A plan was introduced in the Student Council to award tennis players with 
monograms as was don. seven or eight years ago, but whether medals or monograms 
will be given is a decision not yet reached by authority s. 

The Dei Moines high school tournament was a repetition of the former two.

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Girls' Athletic Work

in one of nine classes. If the individual is without detect, she ii placed in the nor- 
mal class whose members are not required to take gvmnasium work. The member! 
of the remaining eight classes are given regular credit for their work, which is one- 
tenth of a credit per semester. 

Class A group consists of members who have slight anterior posterior spinal 
curvatures that are corrected by special exercise. 

Class B's members are those whose posture is slightlv incorrect, perhaps for 
example one shoulder being a trifle lower than the other caused In habit note than 
anything else. 

Class C contains persons with a pronounced "society slouch," which is another 
term for very poor posture. Better posture is the result of a little more severe 
exercise in this class. 

Another class where spines are straightened is ( lass I). The members of this 
class have lateral curvatures. These consist of slight right or left curvatures or 
both. Hanging and stall bar exercises are in order for its members. 

E is the chest shape class. Its members have in most cases undeveloped chests 
and breathing apparatus. In this class swimming plays a big part in the correction 
ot the defects. Tests are made at frequent intervals by tin spirameter, a machine 
that measures the cubic inches in one full breath, and bv other methods. Marked 
improvements are made in this class in a single dav when members resort to deep 
breathing. 1 

In the foot class, which is Class F, the muscles of the foot are strengthened 
and the arches raised. The members of this class frolic about, sans shoes, on their 
toes, so building and strengthening the arches of the feet. 

Class G is an exceptionally large group containing over a hundred members. 
I his g r() up is called the malnutrition class. Its members are perhaps undeveloped 
or underweight. An effort is made to increase development and weight bv drinking 
milk at certain times of the day. Great results arc experinced in a single semester 
some members increasing their weight to above normal, which Mrs. Maffett savs in' 
a joking way may necessitate the organization of another class which will be called 
the reducing class. 

Class H has members who have permanent defects, but who are helped bv 
individual attention and special exercise. This class is very small and the instruc- 
toress gives minute attention to every detail of the defect. 

The results in the preceding semester are verv noticeable and the program of 
s. riding physically as well as mentally efficient feminine citizens out into the world 
cannot be too highly estimated. 
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Yell Leaders 

The work of the yell leaden the past semester in stirring up pep and enthusi- 
asm in regard to athletics has been rerjf good. They were willing to cooperate in 
tYeTJ way and because of their work the school and team were spurred on to greater 
efforts along the line of working up athletic school spirit. They were at all the 
games encouraging and calling upon the school and team to give their best and the 
value of a snappy yell at the right time to a team upon the field cannot be oven sti 
mated. Tin s, leaden w«re at the meetings of the Roaring Rooters and helped this 
organization to the best of their ability. 

This is the first year for our head yell leader, Frank Alcorn, and also for Irs 
assistant, Nevin Clark, but they have progressed wonderfully well and should be 
given much credit for the way in which they have grasped the necessary details 
of their work. The value of these yell leaders to our school in leading organised 
cheering and rousing the necessary pep and enthusiasm is very great and they should 
be given all the support that the student body can give them 



Boys' Gym Work 

Corrective physical education as first tried out the semester commencing Janu- 
arv of last vear has been branded by examining physicians as being a great improve- 
ment over the old plan of competitive gym work. Pronounced physical defects 
have been corrected or partially corrected in even as short a time as one semester. 
This factor will perhaps be understood better when we find that students are not 
placed in one general gvm class, but are given individual attention in the groups 
that have been formed.* The members of these groups are taking great Interest 
beeause, first, the work is enjoyable, and second, they realize that by their own 
efforts they are correcting their defects. 

At the beginning of each semester examinations are made and the students are 
placed in one of the nine groups that have been formed. If the student is under- 
weight he is placed in a nutrition class. If he is developing a "cake walk" (or has 
bad pasture) he ll placed in one of the posture classes. If his arches or feet are 
not normal he is put in a group that takes exercise sans shoes and socks and who 
ham to walk angelicallv on their toes and thereby strengthen the arches One 
group which deserves particular mention is the group known as Class H. In this 
Clasi are placed students who have defects that can only be corrected by being given 
ipedal attention and exercise. The ninth group is called Class I and after the 
students' defects have been corrected DC is placed in this class. I he establishing 
of this group is a sort of incentive for their doing better work. The boys enjoy 
their work and though perhaps they eoniplain once in a while the exere.ses they are 
subjected to are not strenuous and arc willing to vouch for the new way ot cor- 
rect ive gym work over the old plan. 

Credit is due Mr. W. C. Nelson for his work last semester, as the corrective 
work has been especially successful.
